| TRIBUNE COOK BOOK

Dry Steamed Peas. 


Finely cooked green peas are as su- 
perior to poorly cooked ones as em- 
eralds excel in preciousness the fin- 
est green giass. A correspondent 
asks if green peas can be cooked in 


the same way that asparagus is, to 
great advantage, in the top of a dou- 
}ble boiler, that is, cooked in dry steam. 
Yes, they, too, are delicious cooked 
in that way, if the process is not too 
long, or continued until they change 
from their original green shade to one 
in which yellow predominates. They 


_| will not require any blanching such 


as we give the asparagus. 

In my files is 4 manuscript recipe 
headed “Green Peas a la Artichoke,” 
which reads: Take fresh green peas, 
‘wash thoroughly, being .careful not 
to break pods opeh, then steam until 
tender, or for three quarters of an 
hour. To eat, grasp by stem and draw 
through teeth.as one eats an arti- 
choke leaf.

One of the reasons why green peas 
are so often poorly cooked is because 
they are so uneven in maturity. Some 
are overcooked before others are ten- 
der enough to serve. The tenderest 
ones might cook in ten minutes, while 
a half hour will be required for the 
others. Two ways to spoil green peas 
are.to add much salt or to add baking 
soda. A little sugar, a teaspoon to 
a cup of shelled peas, perhaps, can 
often be the main seasoning with the 
butter.
